Spiritaalistic Mormonism—The Spirits
af the Old Prephots MNenppearing on
:utl-—-A Foor Weman Beliaves Bhe s

A new and stranges sect, Bolding to  higher
order of spiritualism than the Androw Juokyou
school of Bmlulllu, was fonnded by Joseph
Morris, an lishman, in the town 0; Webar,
near Salt Lake City, in Lthe year 1800, The
creed J» nomoﬂm?a called  Morrisiam, snd 18
substantislly a8 follows:—That (he spirits of
the ol pro?tmu. commending with Scih (who,
ac h‘ 0 Morrie, was afterwards Mosot),
and rooning through the regular lineage of the
Melohisedeo priesthood —Enos, Caunan, Ma:
balalesl, Jared, Enoch, Methuselsh, Lamech,
KNoah, and w0 on down through Abrabam, [eanc,
Jpcob, Jesse, David, Solomon, et al., to Jesos
Christ, the last ol Lbe regulsr pricsthood, in &l
sbout l“hm-m now renppeariog upon the
earth in the flesh; that he ( orru{wu Both,
the frit of the priesthood. sud that Josoph
Emith was the second, having preceded him, se
& forerunner, to establish Mormonlsm.

The work of Morris was called by himself
"The Fulness of the Cospel, Mormonism
being only the gospel In part, The object
claimegd h{ Morris wes Lo establish & universal
umpor[ Ingdom on the earth in accordance
with the propheay ol Duaniel, that in the last
days the God of Heaven ou earth would Lroak
In gimoo all obher kingdoms and governments,
and be an Inberitance of the people of the
Balnts of Lhe Most High, which people thess
Morrisites clalm to be,

Upon one ocession Morrls ealled on Brigham
Youvg, and told bim that he was his (Brig-
ham's) superior, snd that God had sent him to
take control of the Mormon Church, Brigham
indignantly denied the justuess of tha elamm,
tolling Morris to go back to the God that sent
him, sud request that God to *“kiss his foot.”
Morris ihen went to Weber, thirty-Eve miles
west of Great Salt Lake Civy, and there esta-
biished himself. In the coursa of f(ourtesn
months he had gathered around himself aboat
seven hundred men wnd women, composad of
the brightest intellects in the Mormon Chureh,
some of the leaders being profound scholars,
Bo rapld was the lucrease of this sect that Bria-
ham Young became slarmed, and sent opt an
army ol about ove thousand woldlers, with five
pleces of artillery. This force came before the
onmp of the Morrisites on the 13th of June, 1852,
snd began s bowbardment. On the third day
Morris surrendered, and, marching ou, lald
down his arms, Afier the cn{:lulatlon, the
leader of the Mormon rabble, Bobert T, Burton,
eheriff of Salt Lake county, deliberstely shot
down Morrls, nnd also 8 woman who interceded
for his life, The Morrisites then dispersed, kome
folng to Nevada, some to Califorols, some to

daho, and others to Montana, being protected
in their esoape by United Siates troops, under
the command of General Conner,

A lndy went with that portion of the Morris-
ites who fled to Idado, aud was persuaded by
her busbaud to sbandon her Churoh and return
1o the Bistes; but the old faith clinging to her
mind, she, in turn, endeavored to convince her
husband of the correotness of her singular re-
higlous potions, and to induce him to espouso
aud promulgate them from the saored desk,
His refusal probably nuvsettled her mind, sud it
is now thought that sheé bas slelded to sn irre-
sistible lmpolie to go sbroad into the world,
snd, by preaching, endeuvor to propagate the
religion of her prophet, Morrls,

From the same, 1Tth, .

In our lssue of Iast Thureday we noticed the
myeterious dikappearance of & lady, who, hav-
ltml become a eonvert to Marrislsm—spiritual-
letle Mormonism—endeavored: to induce her
husband, now in this eity, to undertakeo the task
of couverting the world to the pew rellgion;
and falling in this, lost hér ressom. The last
seenof her was at Mound City, from whence
she travelled on foot in the dlrectian of the
Junction. One remarkable fact connected with
this strange affair is that the lady firmly believes
her husband 1s even superior to Merris, and
maoy of the Morrisites entertaln the same
belief. In one of his revelations—for he re-
ceived and recorded the Words of God, Morris
prophesied that hiz mission would not ba of lon
duration—that be would come 1o a sudden an
violent death, The prophecy was fulfiiled,
But he also declared that & greater than he
would come afler him to accomplish the
work of the Latter Dayst and establish and
countirm, for all time, *'1he fulness of the gospel,”
and erect, for the ?oo la. of the Salnts,
& universal temporal kingdom. This prophecy
has not yet been fulfilled; but most of the Mor-
risites, who are fapstics of the most decided
description, believe that the husband of the
Lost Woman s their “Coming Man." His wife
insist that he i= Adam and she is Bve, and that
he was Gabrlel before he was Adam. The gen-
tleman says be might have been Indaced to
belleve the new religion had it notbeen for this
attempl to make bhim a frand digaitary in the
Church of the Baiols of the Fullnes of the
Gospel, He la too modest to accept the prof-
fered honor, and too weak (o carry the load,
even if he bad sufficient asslstance to induce
him to attempt the task, He says he is almost
sure he was not Adam, snd he Is willing to be
sworn that he never was Gabriel. He is ol the
opinion that, when he becomes crazy enouch to
believe that hé was ever lnlybod{ else thun he
is, he will be jusl the man to lead tbe Morrisites,
sod he will then take up the rod of authority
snd proceed to bhis allotted task,

Fashions for November,
From Le Follet.

The cold weather we have had lately Las been
the signal for the appcarance of thoroughly
winter toilettes, so that their form, material
and style may be considered as perfectly declded
on. As far as in-door dress is concerned, the
materials are much the same as those worn Iast
month; but the walking costumes have a much
more wintry aspect than they presented even a
few days sgo. Both woollen and silk reps, serges,
clothe, pophius, thick silks, satine, molres, sud
velvets are much worn.

The velours Anglais—or, as wa say, velve-
{een—will be much worn, but only in frst-class
qualities, No materisl ia moré suilable for a
short dress, and, Eerhapa. RO costume can
prettier, than a short bluck velveleep skirt over
# oolored silk petticoat with plaited fownce.
Black velvet paletot, with long hanging sleeves,
lined with silk like the petticoat,

No one will, of course, attempt to wear an ont-
of-door dress, either short or long, without a
emall erinoline. For ballroom-wear some lndies
have & mulﬂpllcitg of white fonnce muslin pet-
ticoals, thopgh, ibh most cases, they aré only
worn o disguise the very small ennoline which
1s worn to support them, With short dresses a
pertecily round crineline is worn, while tralved
skirts require long and trained erinoline; but (n
all cases they are very much diminlshed in cir
cumference, being now woru merely Lo support
and not distend the skirt,

The large o sleeves will be very fashlonable
in nch materlalss, but are considered only suit-
able lor handsome dresses, For othiers, the small
coal sleeve, or aven the quite tight one, closed
at the wrist, will be preferred.

The bigh bodies are made quite pluin, and AL
ting to the figure; some few bave basques, but
sashes, of which there Is an endless variety, are
most in favor at the present moment, These
sashes have generally a small button or hook
underneuth, wl‘bich serves Lo fnsteu op the skirt
for out-of-deor weur,

The long skirts are still made with a wery deo-
olded tran, and so gored ns to be nearly, Ll not
quite, plain st the top. The front s always
quite piain, the buck sometimes put in large

\hers, though this style jg bardly so sultsble
or velvets, molre, nating, or popling, as it 1s for
thinver materials, Some o; the short skirls
touch the ground, others are & little way from
it; but no one with the least pretonsion to good
m'n wours them so ns to show the top of the
Mupties sre worn In endless variety of forms
and sizes, Oiting tight or loose, with tight or
loose mleeves,

Bount ts are muoh the same size as thoe latel
worn, but seversl new shapes have appesrod.
It is us yet 100 early 1o spesk dvnld:*SU o 10
the form DVkely 10 be preferred, The *‘Pauchon®
shupe Is the mest promivent; I bhus not in-
oreared 10 size, bul genernlly bas o full of Juos
or not scarf over the back, which & brought

touud and fastoned ooder the ohim, Thia b
contidered more suitable for the winter thau to
have the back hair quite axposed,

There is wvery little varioty in the form of
winter bata; they, of course, do nol revive the
wide brims necesanry o summet, The bronme
hats are becoming common, aud our slegants

are wearing grey siraw, with feathora to matoh,
completed by n bunch of scarlet berries or holly
leaves.

The erosaway bands or rouleavx are atill in
great favor for trimming dresses, and nre mads
oither in the eame material or in silk or satin
Many silk dresses are trimmed with ronlesux of
satio the same color, the difference in materinl
belng quite safMolent to produce a offect,
Handsome fringes are also very much worn, and
the roappearance ol flounces will bring broad
lacea Inlo (aehion agalu.

We have aecn some black dresses, both In vel-
vot and silk, trimmed with gold brald and fringe.
If esparingly and judiclously used, this has a
moit elegant effect. Wa seleet one black silk
dress for description:—A parrow flounce, about
iwo inches wide, was pinked ad one edge and
finted on the skirt stralght along the (ront:; at
ench slde It was onrried up snd formed two
deep points, and then siraight again at the back
to imitate a tunic; nbove this were two rows of
gold braid, about balf an inch wide, worked
with httle tofts of apple green floss silk: these
rows were about three inches spart, The bod
of binck silk had acorselel of black silk w'ﬂﬁ
two pointe at top and boltom, both in the front
and at the buck, trimmed with s flounce of
binck silk and one row ol the gold and groen
brald. The sleoves were open quite to the arm-
hole, cul in three poiuts, and trimmed to corres-
pond with the ekiri. ﬁuder those were tight
slecves of green silk,
